American Life Insurance#ompany vs. 
Green etal. Complaint, from Chat- 
ham. 

WARNER, C. J. 

This was an action brought by the 
plaintiffs against the defendant on a 
life insurance policy, dated the 16th of 
July, 1870, alieging that the defendant 
insured'the life of Domini Green in 
the sum of $2,000, that Grean died on 
the 30th of December, 1872, and that 
defendant is indebted to them the said 
sum of $2,000. On the-tria! of the case, 
the jury,under the charge of the court, 
found a verdict in favor ofthe p!aintiffs 
for the amount of the poliey. The dc- 
fendant made a motion for a new trial 
on the several grounds. therein stated, 
which was overruled by the court, and 
the defendant excepted. The policy 
had in it the usual stipulation that in 


case the said premiums are not paid as | 


herein before mentioned on or before 12 
o'clock (noon) then this policy shall be 
void and of no effect, and all payments 
made shall be forfeited to th> compan y, 
and contained conditions, 0 which the 
following only are materia! to be now 
considered: “Policies expire at. noon on 
the last day of the period for which 
payment has been made.” “Agents 
are not authorized to make contracts 
for the Company, nor to write upon 
the policy, except his. signature 
when necessary to the first receipt of 
premium, (see condition number 5) 
nor to waive forfeiture of the same,” 
Condition No. 5. “Receipts for pre- 
miums, excepting the first, (to be found 
on the fave 6 this policy) will invaria- 
bly be given on a separate paper, and 
will hoc ba valid without the seal of the 
com 
cceptance of the premium due on 
this policy by the company or its agents 
after the day upon which it.is due, 
must be considered as acts of grace, or 
courtesy, and in no wise to be con- 
strued as forming a precedent for fu- 
ture payment, or a waiver of the for- 
feiture of the policy according to ‘the 
conditions therein expressed, ii any fu- 
ture payment of premium be omitted 
on the day it falls due. agents of the 
pec wge | are in no case authortzed to 
make, alter, or discharge contracts, or 
waive forfeiture.” It appears from the 
evidence in the record that Green died 
Deccember 30, 1872, of pneumonia, 
after ten days sickness, that up to the 
time of his last sickness he was in good 
healta. It also appears from the evi- 
denew that Shafer was the geneal agent 
of the defendant at Sirsensh. that the 
premium, for the nonpaymeut of which 
it was claimed the policy had been for- 
feited, became due on the 16th of July, 
1872.. On the 22d of August thereafter 
Shafer wrote to. Green, the insured, 
“that his renewal premium of $49 70 
was due last month. I trust you will 
call at my office and settle the amount 
atonce. If youdo not I will he com- 
‘pelled to return the same to the home 


office for cancellation,” This letter was‘ 


received by Green, who appeaty to have 
been a person of color. The plaintiffs 
read in evidence two. receipts over the

Sutton vs. Aiken, trustee. Ejectment, 
from ‘McIntosh. 
WARNER, C.J. 

This was an action of ejectment 
brought by the plaintiff against the 
defendant, to recover the possession of 
certain described land therein men- 
tioned. On the trial of the case, the 
jury, under the charge ot the court, 
Jound a verdict in favor of the plaintiff. 
The defendant made a motion tor a new 
trial on the several grounds therein set 
forth, which was overruled by the court, 
and the defendant excepted. 

lt appears from the evidence in the 
recor, thet the plaintiff introduced a 
deed from Rhett, dated 24 November, 
1863, conveying the premises in dispute 
to him as trustee of Fannie M. Aiken, 
to have and'to hoid the same for her, 
the said Fannie'M., her heirs and as- 
signnees forever. The plaintiff also 
offered in evidence a deed executed bv 
himself as trustee tor the said - Fannie 
M. and the said Fannie M., dated 13th 
June. 1870, conveying the premises in 
dispute to Car! Epping for the consid- 
eration of $1,62900. The defendant, 
Sutton, claimed the premises under 
a deed made by Epping to 
him therefor, dated 5th of June, 1873 
The plaintiff sought to prove, on the 
trial of the ejectment suit, that Fannie 
M. Aiken, his cestui que trust, was his 
wife; that it was her money that paid 

for the land, and, therefore, she was 

equitably entitled to recover it from the 
defendant. It will be neted that the 
dlaintiff seeks to recover the possession 
of the land upon his legal title alone; 
that there are no aliegations in his ie. 
claration of the equitable rights of bis 
cestut que trust, which he sought to prove 
at the trial, which Would have author- 
iaad the intreduction of evidence in 
relation thereto. ‘In other wofds, the 
plaintiff’s declaration sets forth a legal 
cause of action alone, and at the trial’ 
sought to introduce evidence ot equit- 
able grounds of relief, without any 
averments in his declaration to author- 
ize him todo so. In Jones vs. Parker, 
(55th Geo. Rep. 12) this court held that 
a court of law has no moré power to 
administer equitable remedies without 
equitable rights are alleged, than has a 
court of equity. If the platntiff, or his 
cestut que trust, is entitled to’any equita- 
ble relief in relation to the property sued 
for, let hin distinctly atege it in his 
declaration so a8 to put the defendant 
upon notice as to what that equity is 
that he may be prepared to meet it. 
Good pleading, either in a court of law, 
or in a coart of equity, is a logical state- 
ment of the facts upon the record, and 
40 case ought be tried until that is 
done, so that the records of the courts 
may show what issues uavye been tried 
and deeided. In view'of the leadings 
in this case and the pradéedt ings had 
thereon at thg trial, as disclosed in the 
record, the court erred in overruling the 
defendant’s motion for a new trial. 

Let the judgment of the court below 
be reversed.
